What we are saying is that the high culmina- 
tions of the Easter season should be gathered to- 
gether into a passionate determination so to pro- 
secute His work, so seek the wandering, the broken— 
spirited, the needy, the hopeless, so minister to 
His children, that the Lord of the Taster time 
shall become the Lord of all character and life, 
the Lord of the world. 


Baster is at once the inspiration and the call 
to press with renewed fervor the basic task of 
evangelism, education, and missionary endeavor 
which shall mcan a new resurrection and a new life 
for all men and women everywhere.

POSSIBLE AIR RAIDS — While, of course, we hope 
there will be no air raids over our country,at the 
same time the civil authorities are right in uring 
every householder to provide adequate means of com- 
bating incendiary bombs. Accordingly, the Vestry has 
taken steps to provide pails, sand and shovels, as 
well as the fire extinguishers, in our buildings. 
These have been placed at entrances so as to give us 
adequate protection. If an air raid siren is sounded 
during an hour of service,the congregation is to re- 
main quietly in the church. If you are on the street 
near the church during a raid, you may seek shelter 
in our buildings. It might further be suggested that 
if you do so, and by chance a bomb falls in one of 
our buildings,you assist as best you can in putting 
out the same. In case we are bothered by a series 
of raids, unquestionably the Vestry will provide a 
night—watchman for the buildings. In this way the 
doors can be open at night as well as during the day.

OUR SOURCES OF FINANCIAL SUPPORT 


In every parish there is an offering taken at each 
service. The amount thus presented helps to defer 
the expenses of the parish. However, no parish 
could depend upon this inasmuch as it is certain to 
vary from Sunday to Sunday. In the days whcn the 
faithful rented pews by the year, a definite sum 
could be cxpectcd on which to base the annual finan- 
gial obligations. Long sinoc, this has beon done 
away with at St. Petcr's, though a few still con -— 
tributo in Lieu of the same. In placc of this means 
of support we have had the Duplex Envclopes as our 
chief source of reccipts. However, this has been 
much more indefinite than the rented pew method, and 
it does not represcnt the majority of thosc attend— 
ing services.

LENT?? — — ~ February 23, ASH WEDNSSDAY,so near, we 
should again think of what we are going to do with 
LENT? There are those who will say “Lent means nothing 
to me. It seems to be only a period of meaningless 
formalism. I try to do the best I can each day.There— 
fore, I shall give it no further thought". These in- 
dividuals cannot say they have ever honestly lived 
meen Lent in a receptive spirit toward all it of- 
ers. If they had,it's blessings would have caused 
them to express themselves quite differently. Others 
feel they ought to make some kind of Lenten observanoe, 
if only because others will be doing so. In a half- 
hearted manner they may decide on a few things they 
will try to "give up" for the forty days,particularly 
such as their fellowmen will see they are sacrificing. 
Then they will solemnly set about making themselves 
miserable in keeping them,all the while their chief 
thought, and conversation possibly ,will be on the 
pleasures they are missing by not indulging in them. 
But,experience has proven that Lent so kept leaves 
these individuals in but a worse spiritual state than 
if they had not practiced any self-denial. To receive 
any benefit from any religious practice one must "do 
it heartily, as to the Lord". There is the other 
group, however,that looks upon this Holy Season,not as 
a grievous burden to be borne in the name of good 
Churéhmanship,but as a marvelous opportunity to re- 
fresh their minds on all that their Blessed Lord 
endured in His Passion and Death on the Cross for 
their salvation. They consider it a time wherein 
their hearts can grasp to the greatest extent their 
Saviour's love for then. They believe it is a ohal- 
lenge for their souls, in response to His sacrifice 
and love,to look at themselves in the mirror of His 
ife,to see their own blemishes and to so discipline 
hemselves as to correct the same. For these, Lent 
is all too short,because this period of meditation 
concerning thcir liaster's Passion and their own 
spiritual condition is alwys so truly profitable to 
them. It is our hope that most of our people will be 
of this last classification and accordingly look for- 
ward to Lent with a religious enthusiasm. Due to the
